Yucatan With Vinegar 


East Lansing, Mich.—Julio Ren- 


don has returned to his native Yu- 
catan prepared to make vinegar 
from honey, after conferring at 
Michigan State college for a week 
with Dr. F. W. Fabian of the bac- 
teriology department 


He intends to breed bees whose 


honey will be used almost exclu- 
sively in manufacturing vinegar 
which he will offer for sale. 


"In thii country, vinegar is pro- 


ductj from cider," Rendon said, 
"but in Yucatan we have no fruits 
available for making cider. The 
vinegar made in Yucatan is verj 
poor." 


Dr. Fabian added that throughout 


the tropics it was difficult to ob- 
tain proper acetic fermentation, 
and that in Mexico vinegar sold for 
90 cents a pint. Much ot it is im- 
ported from the United States.
